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Hospital Corpsman Trauma Training 


The Hospital Corps trauma training initiative was tested as a proof-of-concept in 
fall 2017, and expanded as a Navy Medicine initiative in spring and summer 
2018. The training seeks to meet the requirements of a medically ready force by 
providing HMs with hands-on exposure to trauma environments. We expect this 
will expand and strengthen the ability to respond to any contingency by ensuring 
physical and mental preparation to meet the emerging needs of the operational 
forces. This training partnership is between Navy Medicine, the Capt. James A. 
Lovell Federal Health Care Center, and John H. Stroger Jr. Hospital of Cook 
County, a Level | trauma center in Chicago, Illinois, referred to as “Cook Coun- 
ty.” The students consist of first-term Sailors from MTFs with orders to opera- 
tional units. Additional partnerships will be established to maximize HM at- 
tendance nationwide. Forty-five students have participated in this training so far 
and the next iteration will take place later this month.

Members of the L24A 
community provide 
behavior and mental 
health care for service 
members and their 
families. They assists 
psychiatrists and 
psychologists by 
performing assessments, 
crisis triage and 
management, co- 
facilitation of therapy 
groups, short-term 
counseling, training and 
education classes and 


psychological testing. 
These HMs provide 
intervention for persons 
affected by psychological 
trauma, mental illness 
and crisis. They have 
knowledge of operational 
stress control and 
mitigation methods and 
assessment of traumatic 
brain injury. 


There are opportunities to 
serve at sea onboard 
ships, with Fleet Surgical 
Teams, Naval Special 


Warfare, FMF, Embed- 
ded Mental Health Teams 
and at military treatment 
facilities across the globe.

October 1958 issue of Navy Times listed 1,060 names that became the first group of 
Chiefs to be promoted to the new "Super Chiefs" grade, of those, 914 Chiefs were 
promoted to Senior Chief, effective 16 November 1958.
